In April 1969, the field behind our homes was 
made ready for a new housing tract, lhe land 
was raised approximately four feet higher than 
(hirs. When the fill dirt was brought in, it greatly 
alarmed us. as much of it was heaped against our 
six-foot high wood fences. Also, oui greatest con­ 
cern was, i! rains such as those of last year hit 
again, we would ha\e mud and a fiver in our 


bac k\ards. 
Wc began a long siege of fighting Montclair ( it\ 
Halt, the tract developer, and an\nne and every­ 
one else Who would listen Toleration was what we 


obtained. 
One neighbor's fence was hit b\ the tractot and 
broken, and even that was repaired onlv when, as 
a result of a big windstorm, it blew completely 


down. 
f inallv, about eurlv January 1970, after we had 
literally given up, the builder came behind our 
properties and «lug a foot-wide trench the full 
length of five of the six homes involved. 
Ibis cleared the dirt, rocks, etc., away from our 
rear-yard fences. Problem No. 1, "the dirt against 
our fences," was relieved. 
Problem No. 2 now faces us. Due to the heavy 
nuns of Saturday, I eh, 2K. and Sunday, March I. 
the water and mud from this land literally flooded 
our backyards, which incidentally, through all the 
had rain of last vear never once left water stand­ 
ing. Water crept up the patios at a dangerous 
level. As it was Sunday, we couldn’t raise I itv 
Hall, so we called the police department to ask 
who could help us. 
An officer came out and a half-hour later the 
developer of the new homes behind (north) of our 
homes came out and peeked over our back fences 
He didn’t feel like we had anything to be alarmed 
at and said that "water naturally drains south 
with the lav of the land." Muddy water had never 
poured into our backyards before in the nine 
vears we’ve lived here. 
We feel we have a manmade problem that 
needs to be taken care of bv someone to protect 
our homes and property from these conditions 
which never before existed until fill dirt was 
brought in, built up am! house's built on it.
